President Truman's campaign — 
and so the administration is po- 
litically indebted to him as it is to 
lew men. 


Yet he is a man 
of personal 


courage and great vigor. The er- 
Jiror in Washington, if there is one, 
may be that he was merely thrust 
into the wrong job. 


Never forget, furthermore, that 


the country has a suspicion the 
main trouble traces back more to 
diplomatic than military prepared- 
ness failure. The military does no 
more — in a democracy — than 
political and diplomatic leaders 
tell it to do.

If the taxpayer were al- 
lowed to figure his tax by 17.45 
per cent of his income for the en- 
tire year, he would have only one 
set of calculations instead of two 


Of course, the 17.45 per 
cent 


figure is only a proposed tax. 


Congress customarily does 
not 


rigidly follow administration pro- 
posals for tax changes While it 
may aim at the same general rev- 
enue goal, it often likes to use its 
own method in reaching that goal. 


For example, in order to simpli- 


fy the arithemetic job, 
congress 


might make the tax rate a round 
17 per cent instead of 17.45 per 
cent on $2,000 surtax net income 
in 1950.
